The com m ittee had a confer­ 
ence lasting an hour with Governor 
Taft, A ssistant Secretary of S tate Ba­ 
con and Charles E. M ignon, and at 
its conclusion expressed satisfaction 
with the position taken by the pro­ 
visional governm ent. 
Headed by Alfredo Z tty as, the com­ 
m ittee visited Governor T aft for the 
avowed purpose of requesting him to 
declare the policy of the U nited States 
towards Cuba and the policy of the 
provisional governor concerning 
ap­ 
pointm ents to public office. 
The

listened carefully 
to all the representations of the com­ 
mittee. and then Governor T aft replied 
pointedly th at he could not outline 
the policy of the United Staes more 
clearly than was done in his procla­ 
mation establishing a provisional gov­ 
ernm ent.

the ostensible gift of 500 horses and 
the betrayal of Quentin Banderos.
